The average patient with impet- 


igo is more.apt to spread the infec- 
tion on his own skin than he is to 
give it to someone else. Suscepti- 
bility to impetigo varies in differ- 
ent persons, althought it may be- 
come a serious epidemic problem 
in a group of children or adults 
living under identical conditions. 


Impetigo starts as a small skin 


blister which ruptures, leaving an 
open sore that is quickly covered 
with a crust.

The average patient with impet- 


igo is more, apt to spread the'infec- 
tion on his own skin than he is to 
give it to someone else. Suscepti- 
bility to impetigo varies in differ- 
ent persons, allhought it may be- 
come a serious epidemic problem 
in a group of children or adults 
living under idenlical condilions. 


Impetigo starts as a small skin 


blister which ruptures, leaving an 
open sore that is quickly covered 
with a crust.

The average patient with impet- 


igo is more.apt to spread the infec- 
tion on his own skin than he is to 
give it to someone else. Suscepti- 
bility to impetigo varies in differ- 
ent persons, althought it may be- 
come a serious epidemic problem 
in a group of children or adults 
living under identical conditions. 


Impetigo starts as a small skin 


blister which ruptures, leaving an 
open sore that is quickly covered 
with a crust.

The average patient with impet- 


igo is more, apt to spread the'infec- 
tion on his own skin than he is to 
give it to someone else. Suscepti- 
bility to impetigo varies in differ- 
ent persons, allhought it may be- 
come a serious epidemic problem 
in a group of children or adults 
living under idenlical condilions. 


Impetigo starts as a small skin 


blister which ruptures, leaving an 
open sore that is quickly covered 
with a crust. These crusts are yel- 
low to brown in color and, oven 
though thev have Ihe appearance 
of being stuck on Ihe skin, they 
are rpmovprt pasily. Thr> disonso 
spreads in circles around tho odpo, 
nnd tho patch tends to hoal in 
HIP ponter as il becomes larpT.

The average patient with impet- 


igo is more.apt to spread the infec- 
tion on his own skin than he is to 
give it to someone else.

Impetigo starts as a small skin

nity," the spokesman said.

sufficient to deal with the situation, 
in the government's views, 
and 


that (he new campaign was 
di- 


rected at "closer application of the 
existing law." 
The campaign was described as 


resulting from . pressure by the 
Labor party and complaints from 
non-political groups "who arc in- 
creasingly' concerned 
over 
the 


nasty situation in the East End." 


The law against incitement

order is of broad scope, the source 
observed. 
"The mere holding of 
Fascist 


beliefs is not ground for prosecu- 
tion, but active anti-Semitism is," 
he said. "The law gives considera-

sufficient to deal with the situation, 
in the government's views,

Labor party and complaints from 
non-political groups "who arc in-

nasty situation in the East End."

to record carefully the statements 
of the speakers al Ihesc gatherings 
with a view to prosecution of per- 
sons guilty of incitement to vio- 
lence against the Jewish commu- 
nity," the spokesman said. 


He said Ine existing laws were 


sufficient to deal with the situation, 
in the government's views, 
and 


that (he new campaign was 
di- 


rected at "closer application of the 
existing law." 
The campaign was described as 


resulting from . pressure by the 
Labor party and complaints from 
non-political groups "who arc in-

nasty situation in the East End."

non-political groups "who arc in-

nasty situation in the East End."

"The police have been instructed 


to record carefully the statements 
of the speakers al Ihesc gatherings 
with a view to prosecution of per- 
sons guilty of incitement to vio- 
lence against the Jewish commu- 
nity," the spokesman said. 


He said Ine existing laws were 


sufficient to deal with the situation, 
in the government's views, 
and 


that (he new campaign was 
di- 


rected at "closer application of the 
existing law." 
The campaign was described as 


resulting from . pressure by the 
Labor party and complaints from 
non-political groups "who arc in- 
creasingly' concerned 
over 
the 


nasty situation in the East End." 


The law against incitement

order is of broad scope, the source 
observed. 
"The mere holding of 
Fascist 


beliefs is not ground for prosecu- 
tion, but active anti-Semitism is," 
he said.

ulation is grounds for prosecution."

has written in his sorry political

Franklin D. Roosevelt sent as our 
ambassador to Germany in 1933 a 
man whom he didn't even know. El- 
eanor the Great 
revealed 
by 
a 


dumb accident that she still didn't 
know who this 
ambassador 
was 
even as late as 1945, five years 
after he died. She thought he was 
Harold W. Dodds, the president of 
Princeton University. Actually, he 
was William E. Dodd, a pulling old 
parasite off the academic ivy of 
the University of Chicago. Flynn 
tells us he was chosen by mistake. 
In Berlin he chucked his weight 
about, and defied the Nazis to hit 
him when he knew he had behind 
him the greatest nation on earth to 
avenge oven a split lip. He closed 
his,,life with a contemptible show of 
cowardice. 


What happened here, anyway? 
The time and place and the task 
called for a patriotic man of char- 
acter, dignity and ability. We had « 
hundred good men, all disqualified 
by Roosevelt's personal hatred or 
the clamor of his subsidized union- 
eers and a small clement of Baltic 
and Balkan political vermin loyal 
to no country but professing "de- 
mocracy." Hitler then was only a 
silly he-shrevy, but it was the duty 
of the American president to send 
to Berlin the best .man. he could 
find.
